To many people eggs may 
seem to be—just eggs, and the aver- 
age housekeeper has no way to de- 
termine the .quality of the eggs she 
uses other than the word of the ‘grocer. 
Every article of food purchased and 
distributed by. the Commissary must 
pass the most rigid tests for fresh- 
ness. -No'matter how recently. re- 
moved from the nest, eggs do not 
find their way into passengers’ ome- 
Jets. ‘until ‘thoroughly inspected and 
‘found up-to standard:

Eggs are sealed by the hen. The 
shell, however, is porous and air be- 
gins to seep in immediately after the 
egg is laid. 

Day-old_eggs, the scientists work- 
ing with Southern Pacific discovered, 
have very little air in them, this air 
content increasing slowly as the egr 
ages. Repeated experiments disclosed 
that expansion of the daily-growing 
air-space is constant, so that it was 
possible to tell by. this space just 
how many days old the egg really 
was. 

After “candleing” the eggs are 
tested for appearance and quality. If 
the yolk and white fall apart instead 
of being firm and cohesive, the ege 
is discarded as being “weak.” Such 
eges, while they may be perfectly 
fresh, are useless for poaching and 
have little food value. 

An ege must taste right and look 
right.. The best quality of eggs are 
Jaid by hens fed on hard -cereals and 
cooked foods, the feed having much 
to do with egg quality and appear- 
ance, 

Equally great care is taken in. the 
purchase ‘of milk,. cream: and butter. 
Dairy products used on.Southern Pa- 
cific dining -cars ‘come from -selected 
herds, through- dairies known ‘by .con- 


“stant ‘state .and ‘government. ‘inspec- 


tion,.;to ‘be . sanitary. and - efficient. 


While the state of California requires 
that cream have a 22 per cent butter- 
fat content, the cream handled by the 
commissary runs up to and exceeds 
25 per cent butterfat. These prod- 
ucts, too, are tested weekly in the 
University laboratories. 

Quality, not price, is the decisive 
factor in all commissary purchases. 
Especially is_this so in the instance 
of meats. Every day commissary 
buyers visit packing houses. They 
inspect hundreds of beeves, sheep and 
hogs, selecting the prime portions 
of meat on which they place the com- 
missary stamp. Only the very finest 
cuts to be found are served to dining 
car patrons, 

Other commissary buyers daily 
visit the great producing centers and 
the markets in San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Portland, examining 
thousands of cases of fruits and veg- 
etables in order to secure the very 
finest and freshest products, 

It is safe to say that nowhere else 
are such pains taken to secure the 
very best. So far as commissary of- 
ficials are aware no other company, 
hotel or railroad, has such an effi- 
cient and thorough method of in- 
specting the foods that pass through 
its refrigerators and storage rooms. 

Although all purchases are made by 
specialists, every item received daily 
at a commissary is closely inspected 
once and sometimes several times. 

With principal commissaries located 
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at West Oakland, Los Angeles and 
New Orleans‘ and branch commis- 
saries ‘in’ Portland, El ‘Paso, San An- 
tonio and Houston, Southern Pacific 
operates 140 dining <cars, 26 all-day 
lunch cars, 87 club and -observation 
cars, 16 ferryboat restaurants, ‘seven 
station restaurants and hotels and 10 
railway clubs: 
Meals for 7,098,420 

During 1926 railroad patrons dis- 
posed of 7,098,420 meals—enough 
food to feed every man, woman and 
child in the city of Los Angeles for 
four days and still have some left 
over, 

At West Oakland, Los Angeles, and 
in the San Francisco steamer commis- 
sary extensive kitehens. and bake 
shops are maintained for preparation 
of foods used on dining ears, ferry- 
boats and river steamers. In addition 
to assuring superior and uniform 
quality these departments lighten the 
work of chefs on dining cars and 
boats. 

The largest kitchen and bakeshop 
is in the San Francisco steamer com~- 
missary. It isa modern plant, 
equipped with the very latest . ap- 
paratus, such as electric ovens and 
mixers, refrigerating machinery for 
the great cooling compartments in 
which perishable supplies are stored, 
and many other mechanical aids for 
the preparation of fine foods. 

In this kitehen mayonnaise and 
other dressings and sauces are pre- 
pared and issued to dining cars in 
sealed glass containers, Here, too, in 
novel blending machines that go far 
to remove guess-work from bread and 
biscuit. making, shortening, flour and 
other ingredients are blended in dry 
mixtures which require only the addi- 
tion of water—directions are printed 
on each pickage—to make the dough 
and batter needed for all hot cakes, 
hot breads and biscuits served on din- 
ing cars. 

Thousands of Pies 

Doughnuts, .pies, meat pies and 
cakes used on ferryboats are prepared 
in daily thousands, one electric pie 
oven having a capacity of 1500 pies 
daily. 

During 1925 this kitchen alone pro- 
duced 647,500 pounds of blended 
flours, 18,000 quarts of mayonnaise 
dressing, 88,000 quarts of baked 
prunes, 92,500 dozen doughnuts, 78,000 
loaves of bread, 105,500 pies, 12,500 
pounds ‘of cookies, 5,475 large cakes 
and 312,000 cuts of coffee cake. 

Butcher shops are maintained at 
West Oakland and Los Angeles com- 
missaries, where various meat prod- 
uets are manufactured. Meat is pur- 
chased in wholesale quantities and cut 
to standard sizes for issuance to din- 
ing ears, 

The celebrated Southern Pacific 
fresh pork sausages, famous among 
all experienced travelers, are pre- 
pared at West Oakland, together with 
head cheese and other popular spe- 
clalties. Here, too, a smokehouse is 
operated to produce ‘the unusually 
finely flavored bacon, tongues,’ frank- 
furters ‘and other smoked meats used 
on dining cars, 7 

During .1926 the West “Oakland 
butcher shop produced 13,865 pounds 
of bacon, 224,075 pounds of sausages, 
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59,411 pounds of-tongue .and~13,655 
pounds of head cheése.

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Death Calls W illiam F 


THERN PACIFIC people and». 


-&,host-of ‘acquaintances :in busi-

shockéd February, 28 by the-passing - 


of. William “F.:Herrin, -vice :president 
and -chief counsel of ‘Southern: Pacific 
Company, .Death came suddenly from 
heart-disease during the early .morn- 
ing -hours... He was apparently ‘in 
good health and had -been.actively en- 
gaged:in the duties of :his“office. 

William. Franklin Herrin: was born 
near. Jacksonville, Oregon, on August 
7,°\1854,. the son ‘of"John ‘Stevenson 
Herrin and Nancy Katherine Herrin, 
and received his academic education at 
the Oregon State Agricultural College 
at Corvallis, Oregon, where he grad- 
uated and received his degree as 
Bachelor of Science in 1873. He 
studied law at the Cumberland Uni- 
versity, in Tennessee, and received 
from that institution the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws in 1875, 

He soon became a prominent figure 
in the legal profession at San Fran- 
ciseo, first as a member of the legal 
firm of Stewart, Van Clef and Her- 
vin, later Stewart and Herrin, his as- 
sociates being former U. S. Senator 
Wm. M. Stewart and for a time, 
Judge P. Van Clief. When this firm 
was dissolved about 1885, Mr. Herrin 
became a partner in the firm of New- 
lands, Allen and Herrin, his partners 
being the late U. S. Senator Francis 
J. Newlands and the late James M. 
Allen. 

During this period Mr. Herrin rep- 
resented many of the largest busi- 
ness interests of the Pacifie Coast, 
including the Bank of California, the 
Spring Valley Water Co., the Sharon 
Estate, the San Francisco Gas Com- 
pany, the Omnibus Railroad Com- 
pany, the Ferries and Cliff House 
Railroad :Company, and others; and 
he.took an important part in many 
of the early cases involving mining 
and water rights. His professional 
status was one of notable distinction. 

Through his long services as_ its 
chief counsel which commenced July 
1, 1893, and continued with the addi- 
tional office .of vice-president since 
March, 1910, up to ‘the time of his 
death, Mr. Herrin became so- posi- 
tively identified with the Southern 
Pacific Company:as to cast somewhat 
into... the background ‘his © earlier 
achievements -as.a “lawyer. “It was 
‘Mr.*.Herrin’s’: established _: position 
while “still a’-very..young.man, that 
won’ him’ the’ attention .of the late 
Collis P. Huntington when—to borrow 
‘Mr. Huntington’s own -phrase—he 
sought ‘as “alegal ‘advisor “the “best 
available combination of legal: know!- 
edge, sound ‘judgment and personal 
force.”.. He was a close associate of 
Mr.-Huntington ‘and of the late..Gov- 
ernor Leland. Stanford as long.as they

:” During his long ‘connection with the 
‘Southern Pacific Company Mr. Herrin 
hhas:had to deal with vast ‘and: compli- 
cated ‘interests and :to- direct litiga- .

tion in matters of infinite variety and 
magnitude. To illustrate, there might 
be cited the recent movement to “un- 
merge” the Central Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific properties, the suits 
brought by the United States Gov- 
ernment to cancel the patents to the 
vast oil land holdings which after- 
wards became the property of Pacific 
Oil Company and later the Standard 
Oil Company of California, the litiga- 
tion growing out of the attempt 
of the Government to nullify the 
Oregon and California land grants 
and many others. In these and other 
legal battles of foremost importance 
familiar to all lawyers and more or 
less ‘to the general public Mr, Herrin’s 
professional character stands. clearly 
defined. 

A certain fixed contempt for “out- 
ward flourishes”-—for the ornamental, 
was perhaps the first mark of Mr. 
Herrin’s mentality..’ He shad an al- 
most automatic. propensity for going 
straight to the. core of things and 
for relieving any involved subject of 
its trivial and inconsequential acces- 
sories. With him precedent was al- 
ways subordinated ‘to reason; and -in 
this respect, though notably a man 
of his time, he- might have ~ been 
styled 2 lawyer of the old.school. He 
had no patience for camouflage. ~~ 

In the course of his busy career 
Mr. Herrin had Httle time and less 
inclination for public appearances. He 
was far removed as possible from the 
‘character .of a° showy platformist. 
‘Onlv upon rare and upon what might 
be. called compulsory ‘occasion did ‘he

step aside from professional engross- 
ments to address the public directly. 
Yet .the public papers or addresses 
which ‘bear his name are plainly the 
mintage of a profound mind, of a 
mind singularly exempt from bias or 
prejudice and unaffected by current 
emotions or sophistries. Among these 
papers was one delivered oa June 14, 
1.910, at Corvallis, Oregon, during the 
Quarter Centennial Jubilee exercises 
of the Oregon Agricultural College 
upoa “The Public Duties of Educated 
Men,” and about the same time Mr. 
Herrin issued a paper giving his per- 
sonal impressions of the late Edward 
Henry Harriman. Again on Novem- 
ber 20, 1918, Mr. Herrin delivered an 
address at the annual meeting of. the 
California Bar Association at San 
Diego, California, entitled “Govern- 
ment Regulation of Railway,” which 
was widely read at the time. 

Understanding of and definite reli- 
ance upon known and unchangeable 
principles—this was a fundamental 
quality of Mr. Herrin’s mental char- 
acter. He was essentially a strong 
man, unmoved and unmovable by 
what may be trivial or merely fash- 
ionable—a man whose conclusions 
were wrought out by his own under- 
standing and held with scant respect 
of criticism and none at all for influ- 
ence, 

Mr. Herrin was what might be 
styled a many-sided man. To a broad 
background of academic knowledge 
he had added a varied scholarship. 
He would certainly have denied char- 
acterization as a naturalist, yet he 
was an habitual and intelligent stu- 
dent of the open book of nature. 
Trees, plants, flowers, all had for him 
the lesson and the charm yielded only 
to the patient and affectionate inves- 
tigator. The fact that the late John 
Muir, the naturalist, was for many 
years one of his closest friends an 
almost constant companion, will re- 
veal to many that which perhaps 
would hardly be expected in the busy 
lawyer and the man apparently ab- 
sorbed in large affairs. Another 
friendship almost equally close was 
that of the late William Keith, the 
noted landscape artist, showing a 
social propensity that brought Mr. 
Herrin into cordial relations, not only 
with lawyers and leaders. of business, 
but with men of scientific and artistic 
attainments and of general culture. 

Knowledge of nature and its works, 
coupled with keen insight into the 
character and purposes of men, gave 
Mr. Herrin the powers which com- 
manded confidence and friendship. He 
was above all, human, with a supreme 
sense of justice, the utmost sympa- 
thy for. misfortune and a thorough 
appreciation of merit_in other men. 

On Aoril 27, 1881, Mr. Herrin mar- 
ried Annie §. Van Clef, the daughter 
of his former partner.

selves? Every business expects to put 
back -into’ the property. a certain 
amount from its earnings, the rail- 
roads do this but to no such degree as 
is the practice in .. other. business. 
Stock dividends prove this thought. 
We read of the enormous returns 
from oil,.-steel, certain automobile 
concerns, tobacco and very many other 
lines, none of which is subject to con- 
trol outside of itself, and learn what 
millions :supposedty have been _ re- 
turned to the properties for which 
stock. dividends were issued; there is 
Httle of the kind, few exceptions not- 
ed, to mark the successful operation 
of the railroads. Their earnings are 
too closely watched by shippers, pub- 
lie and employes, each of which de- 
mands his share, which together with 
government regulation .of revenues, 
puts the railroads ina class by them- 
selves-so far as the right “to have and 
to hold”..goes. a 
The reason for this difference be- 
tween railways and other business-is 
the political influence that-directs the 
revenues of the railways; for whether 
we agree to it.or not,-we cannot get 
away from the notion that the poli- 
tical effect ear. of the Commission is 
not-altogether deaf. .

“To render this service more. ef- 
ficient ‘and effective and to promote a 
more scientific regulation, the process 
of valuing railroad properties should 
be simplified and the primary valua- 
tions should be completed as rapidly 
as possible. 

“The problem of ‘rate reduction 
would be much simplified bya process 
of ‘railroad consolidations. This prin- 
ciple has already been adopted as fed- 
eral law. 

“Experience has shown that a more 
effective method must :be provided. 
Studies have already been made and 
legistation introduced seeking to pro- 
mote this end. 

“Tt would be of great advantage if 
it could be taken up at once ‘and 
speedily enacted.” 

The incentive to consolidate is 1o- 
cated in'the promised reward for bet- 
ter service at lower revenue returns 
for the railroads. -This sort of sug- 
gestion should be made to oil and steel 
companies. The more you do the less 
you may expect, for:it is the promised 
reward for railroad consolidation. 

The basis of valuation will be set- 
tled in a short time and-we will un- 
derstand on just what figures the rail- 
roads, will be allowed. to fix rates 
which will have considerable to do 


rendered 


with railroad earnings in the future, 
that is, if the position is tobe taken 
that revenues shall. be adjusted on 
what the public believes it should pay 
for service, without regard to the 
needs of the railroads and fair wages 
for employes. 

Everybody demands. efficient ‘rail- 
way service and everybody expects 
the railroads to give it, likewise 
everybody expects the railroads and 
their empleyes to bear the burden of 
sacrifice in low, or no, dividends and 
low wages in order that everybody 
may profit from the situation that 
permits every business, railroads ex- 
cepted, to fit its returns to market 
demand controlled by, what amounts 
to in many instanees, control of the 
market. 

Tt is said that the public, the ship- 
per and the employe are conversant 
with better railway returns, railway 
earnings and are after their share. 
The railroad employe is mentioned 
last, not so much as a matter of cour- 
tesy as of fact for the public usually 
manages to get into the division first, 
although the employes have managed 
to get a start in two territories 
through wage movements that have 
been in some measure, successful. 

If any of the parties at interest are 
entitled to a share of what is earned, 
it.is the investors and employes who 
earn it, the men who give their best 
to.the . successful operation of the 
roads and who have never been paid 
according to their value to the busi- 
ness of the nation. 

The business interests of the coun- 
try do not want government operation 
of the ‘railroads nor do they want to 
pay for transportation much -of any- 
thing above its actual costs; this 
means that not only the railroads but 
their employes are expected to make 
the demanded sacrifice regardless of

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the needs ‘of both, which if followed 
to its final conclusion ~will mean ‘gov- 
ernment ownership and “not under 
wartime conditions. The government 
never again will be allowed ‘to take 
from the public pocketbook what: it 
has not the courage to take from the 
user of the railroads as a fair and 
reasonable. charge for transportation. 

Let us have the same business 
Hberality toward railway management 
and its control as is allowed other 
business; let wages. and reasonable 
returns be accepted as first demands 
against earnines and let the public 
have efficient service at a price that 
will guarantee: wages and returns. 
Management must be efficient; it is 
under control and must deliver the 
goods, 

Occasionally someone of prominence 
gives attention to the men who carry 
on the operation of the railroads; 
when that is done a deserved tribute 
is usually paid them. George Matthew 
Adams, syndicate writer, recently 
said of them: 

“Just tie up the railroad system of 
any country for a few days and 
imagine what would happen. 


The Railroad Man 

“The railroad man is a very useful 
member of society. And by the rail- 
road man I mean every man who gives 
of his life to the railroad system. He 
may ‘be an engineer, brakeman, con- 
ductor, porter, ticket agent—or be 
employed in a score of other capa- 
cities, But he is a railroad man—a 
man we should think about often and 
be grateful to for his service to us.

Enginemen* Save Child’s Life at Yuma

8. Early, beth of Los Angeles Divi- 
sion, saved the life of Dorothy Terry, 
two and one-half years old, . on 
February 24, when the ttle tot was 
snatehed by, the fireman from in front 
‘of -Earty’s locomotive as his” léttice™ 
train was coming inte the yard at 
Yuma. 

Just after the heavy train had 
crossed the Colorado River bridge, 
Engineer Early saw. the child playing 
on the walk alongside the track. The 
train was moving at about 8 miles 
an hour and Barly realized it could 
not be stopped before reaching the 
child. He -yelled to his fireman and 
immediately bunched the slack .in 
train all that was: possible and ap- 
plied the ‘air brakes. The train went 
Into emergency with a roar and bang 
that was ‘heard for blocks and: at- 
tracted many people to the tracks. 
The child was frightened and con- 
fused when she saw the big train 


coming toward’ her, but, instead of” 
running,.she sat down on the right 


rail. MeGraw leaped from the cab | 


and raced alongside the locomotive, 
reaching the child a-few inches ahead 
of. the pilot and puiled her to safety. 

The quick action of both . men 
brought much praise from officers and 
employes, as:well as from the people 
of Yuma. Early’s good judgment in 
sizing up the situation no doubt saved 
the child’s life. Had he made a-serv- 
ice application of the air on the long 
train, with helper engine shoving 
against him, he would have run sev- 
eral car lengths past the child. and 
Fireman MeGraw might not have been 
able to get ahead of the pilot. Both 
men -were commended :by Superin- 
tendent G. E.-Gaylord and 80 merits 
were added to their service record. 

Early’s endeavor -to avoid a.rough 
stop could not prevent extreme ‘slack 
action on rear of train causing three 
cars of lettuce to buckle up, resulting 
in damage of. $510 and ‘transfer of 
two cars.

D. Judah and is -P, Hu: ington from 
Danforth, Cook & Co., Patterson, N. J. The 
Governor Stanford has a place of honor in 
the Memorial Museum at the Leland Stanford 
Jr, University, Palo_Alto, 

The Judah and Huntington were the two 
smallest engines ever used by the Central Pa- 
cife, The Conness was the first to be con- 
structed with six driving wheels. 

The Locomotive: in those days was as orria- 
mental as the engine of today is plain and 
businesslike, The steam dome and sand. box 
were cither. entirely cased in brass or decorated 
with brasscaps and bands. The bell was brass; 
s0 was the hasid-rail. There was an edging of 
brass around, the running board; ‘the. steam:

Out and Shortly After Dies.

A few months -after.this meeting 
contracted . fever 
while crossing the Isthmus of Panama, 
and died Nov. 2, 1868, in New York. 

‘Thus. Judah .passed off the stage 
while the great work his enthusiasm 
had initiated was still in its infancy. 
Liike the soul of John Brown, the 
spirit: of the engineer went marching 
on, The line of the Central Pacific 
today follows practically the surveys 
made by Judah. His selection of 
Donner Pass as the best route for a 
transcontinental railroad is justified 
today by the best engineering opinion 
in_the. world. 7 

From Sacramento to Ogden, in 1869, 
over the line, the most difficult part 
of which was surveyed by Judah, the 
distance was 748 miles. Straighten- 
ing out curves and other subsequent 
changes reduced this distance only 
five miles until 1904 when the open- 
ing -of the Lucin cutoff, which was 
beyond the range of Judah’s survey, 
but plans for which had “been ap- 
proved by C. P. Huntington before 
Huntington’s death in 1900, shortened 
the run by 45 miles more. 

To the appeal for assistance Placer 
County responded by ‘exchanging 
$250,000 of its bonds for Central Pa. 
cific capital stock. Sacramento. County. 
subscribed $800,000, and San Fran- 
ciseo, City and County, voted: to. help 
to the extent of $600,000, = "1. 

Similar assistance voted at. the 
same time to the Western Pacifie was 
$250,000 from San Joaquin County, 
$150,000 from Santa Clara_ County, 
and $400,000 from San. Francisco 
County.

In Placer County and in San Fran- 
cisco the interests opposed to the 
railroad did everything ‘they could ‘to 
prevent action favorable to. the com- 
pany. In Placer County official -“in- 
vestigations” were promoted. It was 
declared that the company had no in- 
tention to build a Hne beyond Dutch 
Flat; -that the builders of ‘the -road 
were even ‘then organizing 2 company 
for freighting service over a wagon 
road built to operate from Dutch Plat 
over the Sierra Nevada Mountains.” 


Dutch Flat Swindle 


A pamphlet was issued August 18, 
1864, entitled the “Dutch Flat Swin- 
dle,” which was given wide circulation 
and which temporarily interfered 
very seriously with the financial plans 
of the associates. The pamphlet ‘con- 
cluded with the statement “that the 
directors do not intend’to prosecute 
the enterprise fo ‘the state line but 
only a sufficient distance to feed the 
wagon: road ‘enterprise, owned by a 
portion:of the Board of Directors. And 
in’ fine that the whole concern is a 
elose corporation instituted, conducted 
and managed to enrich the directors 
and impoverish the stockholders.” 

‘The pamphlet was couched in strong 
personalities like all similar. literature 
of that day. : Jt-was answered just ‘as

The 
bonds were finally’ turned’ over. in 
April, 1865,two-years after.the voters 
had given the neeessary authority and 
after litigation which cost the Central 
Pacific’ more than $160,000... 

Of the bonds thus received by. the 
Central Pacific 815 were sold at 
$751.60, bringing in’ $286,754, |. The 
remaining 85 ‘of the bonds. were dis- 
‘posed of at par in payment for rolling 
stock, The aid .granted the: Western 
‘Pacific ‘was ‘before that company -had 
been -acquired by the :Central ‘Pacific 
and ‘didn’t ‘benefit the ‘Central “Pacific.
